Adenauer 
Opposed To 
Revival Of 
GermanArmy 


London, Dec. 7. 

Visiting West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
today expressed hia pre- 
ference to see a German 
participation in a European 
Army rather than a revival 
of the German Army. 

The Chancellor, who was ad- 
dressing the Forelga Press Asso- 
ciation hére, based his opinion 
on the fact that a European 
Army would constitute a 


tangible expression of the sense} 


of responsibility which unites 
the Western European Powers 
in the defence of thelr common 
heritage. 


The establishment of a Euro- 
pean community cf the Western 
Fowers would have excellent 
political consequences, he said. 
Herr Adenauer added that in 
the framework of such a com- 
unity, of which the Schuman 
Pian and the project fur a 
European Army are, in his 
cpinton, the first evidence, one 
would foresee the vossible crea- 
li-n of various functional or- 
organisations $n the field of 
transport, communications and 
rericuliure, 

The West German Chancellor 
expressed the opinion that, in 
view of the imminent formation 
of the European defence com- 
munity, one should create a 
common political 
whieh couid .ake ceriain funda- 
mental decisions, such as, for 
instance, the use ar we 
European. Army. 

The Chancellor stressed 
several times that the Federal 
German Republic was hence- 
forth irrevocably committed on 
the side of the Western Powers.

The Conservative Government intend to main- 


tain the ban imposed by 


‘ against the return of Seretse 


in Bechuanaland.

_by Mr John Foster, Under-Secretary of State for 
Commonwealth Relations. 


But Seretse’s uncle, Tshekedi 
Khama, former Regent of the

Foster sald. 

Seretse Khama, chieftain- 
designate of the Bamangwato 
tribe in Bechuanaland, and his 
uncle, Tshekedi Khama, were 
banned last year iby the Labour 
Government for a period of five 
years from tribal territory fol- 
luwing tribal conflicts arising 
trom Seretse's marriage to a 
London girl, Ruth Williams. 

Mr Tom Driberg, left-wing 
Labour Member, had asked in 
the House cf Commons for a 
statement of Government policy 
on Seretse und Txhekedl. 

Mr Foster, replied that the 
Government had decided — that 
Tshekedi Khama's private 


rights in the Bamangwatu 


‘Reserve should not be restricted 


for longer than was necessary 
in the public interest. 

But the Government was 
convinced that the interest of 
peace in the Reserve demanded 


that he should ‘be excluded 
from the political life of the 
tribe, 


As soon as this was shown to 
be effective, Tshekedi Kham. 
would be allowed more and 
more freedom ¢o lock after his 
private interests in the Reserve.
